G.S.R. 849.--In exercise of the powers evonfened by 
section 28 of the Public Debt Act, 1944 (18 of 1944), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rule* to 
be called as the Public Debt (National Deposit Receipt) 
Rules 1984, the same having been previously published as 
required by sub-section (1) of the said section, namely :—- 

THE PUBLIC DEBT (NATIONAL DEPOSIT RECEIPT) 
RULES, 1984 

1. Short title and application —(1) These rules may be 
called the Public Debt (National I>eposit Receipt) Rules, 
1984. 

(2) They shall apply to a Government security in the 
form of National Deposit Receipt issued under lule 4(b) of 
the Public Debt Rules, 1946. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context other¬ 
wise requires,— 

(1) “Act” means the Public Debt Act, 1944 (18 of 
1944); 

(2) “Bank” means the Reserve Bank of India; 

(3) “defaced deposit receipt” means a deposit receipt 
which has been made illegible or rendered un¬ 
decipherable in material parts; 

(4) “deposit office" means any of the branches of the 
State Bank of India and the nationalised banks in¬ 
cluding in Annexurcs I and II to the Scheme; 

(5) “deposit receipt" means National Deposit Receipt 
(Series I and Scries ID issued under the Scheme ; 

(6) “Form”means a Form as set out in the Schedule 
to those rules ; 

(7) “Government" means the Central Government ; 

(8) “lost deposit receipt" means a deposit receipt which 
has actually been lost and shall not mean a deposit 
receipt which is in the adverse possession of any 
person other than (he claimant; 

(9) "mutilated deposit receipt" means a deposit receipt 
which has been destroyed, tom or demaged in 
material parts therebf and the material part of a 
deposit receipt are those where ■— 

(i) the number, description and the amount of the 
deposit receipt are recorded, or 

(ii) the name of the depositor is written ; 

(10) “Scheme” means the National Deposit Scheme 
framed by the Government in terms of Notification 
No. F. 4(3)-W&M/84 dated 15th June. 1984. 

3. Nomination in respect of a Deposit Receipt.— (1) A 
sole holder or a sole surviving holder of a Government secu¬ 
rity issued in the form of a National Deposit Receipt (Series 
I and Scries II) who is not a minor and who holds the Deposit 
Receipt in his individual capacity, may nominate a person or 
persons who shall be entitled to the Deposit Receipt and 
to the payment thereon in the event of the death of the hold¬ 
er; 

Provided that—• 

(a) the person or each of the persons nominated is him¬ 
self competent to hold a deposit receipt, and 

(b) the nomination is made before the maturity of the 
deposit receipt- 

(2) Every nomination under sub-rule (1), whether in sub¬ 
stitution of a nomination already made or not, shall be mad* 
in Form A-T. 


(3) A nomination made under this rule may, on a subse¬ 
quent date, be cancelled in writing in Form A-II. 

(4) As soon as possible after a nomination is made or a 
nomination already made is cancelled, the person making or 
cancelling the nomination shall send to the deposit office 
wheie the deposit was made or has been transferred, the form 
of nomination or cancellation, as the case may be, together 
witli the deposit receipt to which it relates, and thereupon the 
deposit office shall register the nomination, or as the case 
may be, the cancellation, in its books and return the deposit 
receipt with an endorsement thereon that nomination has 
been made in respect of the deposit receipt or that the 
nomination already made has been cancelled. 

(5) The fee for the registration of a nomination or any 
cancellation thereof shall be two rupees per deposit receipt, 
piovided that no fee shall be charged for the registration of 
the first nomination in respect of any deposit receipt. > 

(6) No nomination or cancellation Or a nomination shall 
take effect unless and nutil it has been registered In the de¬ 
posit office in accordance with this rule. 

4. Non-transferability of deposit receipt.—A deposit receipt 
shall not be transferable except in favour of the deposit office 
where the deposit was made or transferred, for the limited 
purpose of availing of advance from that deposit office. 

5. Consolidation or sub-division.—No consolidation or sub¬ 
division shall be permissible in respect of any deposit receipt. 

6. Procedure when a deposit receipt is lost, etc.—Where 
a deposit receipt is lost, stolen, destroyed, defaced or mutil¬ 
ated, either wholly or in part, the depositor should make an 
application to the deposit office where the deposit was made 
Or is transferred, requesting for issue of a duplicate deposit 
receipt. A duplicate deposit receipt will be issued on the de¬ 
posit office being satisfied of the loss, theft, destmetion, mutil¬ 
ation or defacement of the deposit receipt and on the deposit¬ 
or furnishing a letter of indemnity in form B signed by the 
depositor and two sureties approved by the deposit office 
and on payment of a fee of Rs. 5. 

7. Disposal of Deposit Receipts which have been paid etc.— 
A deposit receipt in respect of which the amount of the princi¬ 
pal with interest due thereon has been paid or a deposit 
receipt in respect of which a duplicate deposit receipt has 
been issued may be perforated, pnnehed, cut or otherwise 
disposed of by the deposit office in such mariner as the depo¬ 
sit office may consider necessary to ensure that such deposit 
receipts arc not misused. 

8. Public Debt Rules, 194b with certain exceptions not to 
apply to Government securities governed by these rules.—'The 
Public Debt Rules, 1946, except rule 4 thereof, shall not 
apply to srch Government securities in the form of a Natio¬ 
nal Deposit Receipt (Series I and Series TT), to which these 
rules apply,

G.S.R. 852.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of

Piovided that the Centra' Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such nerson and the other party to the marriage 
and that theie are other grounds of so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.—Wheie the Cental Government is of 
the pin,on • that it is necessary or expedient so to do. it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded In writing relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
oi category of persons. 

7. Saving — Nothing m these rules shall affect reservations 
relaxation of age and other concessions required to be provi¬ 
ded for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons, in accordance with th© orders, 
issued by the Central Government from time to »ime in this 
regard.

G.S.R. 853.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the National Library, Calcutta (Class 111 Ministerial and 
INon-Ministerial Posts and Class IV Posts) Recruitment 
Rules, 1959, except as respect things done or omitted to be 
done before such supersession, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to 
Group ‘C’ and Group 'D’ posts in the National Library 
Calcutta, namely ;— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules 
may be called the National Library, Calcutta (Group ‘C’ 
and ‘D’ posts) Recriutment Rules, 1984. 

(2)They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Numbei of posts, classification and scale of pay— 
The number of the said posts, classification and the scale 
of pay attached theicto shall be specified in columns 2 to 5 
of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.— 
The method of recriutment to the said posts, age limit, quali¬ 
fications and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 6 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Initial constitution,—Notwithstanding anything con¬ 

tained in these rules, persons holding any of the posts men¬ 


tioned in the Schedule eiiher in substantive or temporary 
capacity shall be deemed to have been appointed to these 
posts m the sanio capacity on the commencement of these 
rules and they will be enbloc senior to the persons appointed 
thereafter under these rules. 

5. Disqualification.—No person— 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage hav¬ 
ing a spouse living, or 

(b) who. having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person shall be eli¬ 
gible for appointment to any of the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government, may if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marri¬ 
age and there are o'Jter giounds, fur so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 1

4. Disqualification.-—No person 

(1) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with

shall be eligible for appointment to the service. 

Provided that the Government may, if satisfied that such 
marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such person and the other party to the marriage and theie 
arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.-—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by 
order for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation 
with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons, 

6 . Saving—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by (he Central Government from time to time in this 
regard.
